C onstitutionality of the prohibition 
am endm ent was assaile ' by a peti­ 
tioner in the N ew York . .ate le g isla­ 
ture W ednesday on the basis of a 128 
y ear old letter contained in a m usty 
v olum e published 9 3 y ears ago. 
If this v olum e, little known and ap­ 
parently nev er before scrutinized by 
th e opponents of prohibition, had been 
in the hands of the U nited S tates su ­ 
preme court w hen that body upheld 
the E ighteenth am endm ent, the peti 
tioner said in effect, the court prob­ 
ably would 
hav e ruled 
ag ain st the 
am endm ent and 
prohibition 
would 
hav e died at birth. 
A cknow ledging his 
im potence 
to 
take direct action in W ashington to­ 
ward rev ersal of the august 
federal 
body ’s decision, based tho it m ight be 
on m isapprehension and lack of infor­ 
m ation, the petitioner ex pressed hope 
th at som ething m ight be done by the 
state 
gov ernm ent, 
if 
inv estigation 
show ed a justification for action. 
The petitoner w as E liot Tuckerm an, 
a N ew York attorney and a form er 
m em ber of the state legislatu re, and 
the book on w hich he based his peti­ 
tion was “ The Life o f G ov ernor M or­ 
ris," by J ared 
Sparks, 
published in

The letter

book, 
w hich Tuckerm an said show ed the su­ 
premo court to hav e acted in uphold­ 
in g the prohibition am endm ent in con­ 
tradiction to the intent of the d raft­ 
er.- of the constitution, w as w ritten in 
18 04 by M orris to U riah T racy , then 
a U nited S tates senator.

MORE REVENUE 


Be Giv en S t a t e in stitu tio n 
o f Learn in g o r It 
Wi l l

W arning that the u n iv ersity “ w ill 
suffer seriously " unless an adequate 
rev enue producing program 
for the 
state is prov ided by the general as­ 
sem bly w as sounded W ednesday n igh t 
by P resident G eorge W. R ightm ire, 
o f Ohio S tate univ ersity , in a state ­ 
m ent follow in g a hearin g T uesday be­ 
fore the educational section o f the 
house finance com m ittee of the uni­ 
v ersity 's needs. 
For “ reasonably satisfacto ry oper­ 
ation" of the univ ersity , Dr. R ight­ 
m ire said, the am ount origin ally asked 
for, $8 ,26 2,001.5 0, w as needed. 
This 
sum w as pared to $6 ,7 9 4 ,001.5 0 in the 
gov ern or’s recom m endation to the as­ 
sem bly . 
A further reduction is pos­ 
sible unless additional rev enues than 
those now in sigh t are prov ided. 
The u n iv ersity ’s 
original 
request, 
P resident R ightm ire em phasized, w as 
m ade “ in sy m pathy with the reported 
low 
state 
rev enues.” 
The 
am ount 
recom m ended by the gov ernor, he de­ 
clared, w as “ the low est upon w hich 
the univ ersity 
can operate 
w ithout 
seriou sly crippling its activ ities.” 
Lack 
of rev enues under 
e x istin g 
1 law s he declared to be “ the great is ­ 
sue confronting the legislatu re.” For 
the iunv ersity to suffer for w ant o f 
adequate funds to m eet 
its “ m odest 
budget” from a state “ which is fourth 
in tho union in 
its w ealth 
and far 
richer than it w as 
a few y ears ago 
w hen there was a large surplus of an 
nual rev enues,” he m aintained, “ w ould 
be indefensible.” 
The proposed univ ersity budget as 
recom m ended to 
the legislature 
by 
the gov ernor represents relativ ely 10 
per cent increase 
ov er that for 
the 
last biennium , 
it w as 
pointed 
out 
while the annual enrollm ent 
in the 
sam e period has grow n approx im ately 
16 per cent. 
For the 
univ ersity 
to 
suffer a further reduction in its bud­ 
get, it was added, would m ake it im ­ 
possible to cope w ith the increasing 
registration, much less to giv e relief 
to freshm en and other new students 
as proposed by P resident R ightm ire 
as the present major policy of his ad­ 
m inistration. 
Such a contingency , it was pointed 
out, “ would not only block the prog­ 
ress ev ery one has a right to ex pect 
and dem and, but it would also mean 
definitely a w eakening and low ering of 
present univ ersity standards and effi­ 
ciency . 
“ If the univ ersity is to serv e the 
people o f Ohio m oderately during this 
period it m ust be granted as a m ini­ 
mum the am ount w hich the state offi­ 
cials recom m ended; if it is to serv e 
as the 6 ,000,000 inhabitants of this 
w ealthy state desire, it needs all it 
has requested. 
“ To m eet either sum greater rev e­ 
nues than are now in sigh t m ust be 
t nco’ ered and in Ohio this should not 
be seriou s.”

New York.—A “ship railway” across 
the entire span of the Isthmus of Te­ 
huantepec, in the southernmost part 
of Mexico, with sufficient capacity for 
hauling the largest of the world's' pres­ 
ent day seagoing vessels, is the dream | 
of European capitalists, according to ¡ 
plans revealed here. 
The program calling for the con­ 
struction of this novel feat of en­ 
gineering, which for the last three ¡ 
years has occupied the attention of 
some of Europe’s b rainiest civil and j 
mechanical engineering minds, hinges | 
solely on the final granting of a con- < 
cession under consideration b y the 
j 
Mexican government. 
‘ 
According to Rudolf Wassermann and 
Henrich Fastlsch, German scientific ; 
engineers, at one time associated with 
the late Hugo Stinnes, who now are 
in New York on the way to the City of 
Mexico, the contemplated “ship rail­ 
way,” when completed, will prove a 
keen competitor to the Panama canal 
b ecause its total charges will he less. 
To Cost More Than $150.000,000. 
“It is the contention of the scientific 
world," Herr Wassermann said, “that 
wherever a canal can b e b uilt to float 
a ship, a railroad can b e constructed 
to carry one, and the present esti­ 
mated cost to b uild the ‘ship canal’ 
across the isthmus will b e b etween 
$150,000.000 and $175,000,000.” 
The plans which will b e sub mitted 
to the Mexican government for its 
approval call for an almost straight­ 
away and level route lying b etween 
the town of Coatzaccalcos, at the 
mouth of the river b y the same name, 
on the Bay of Canipeachv, state of 
Vera Cruz, across the isthmus a dis­ 
tance of ab out 117 miles, to the town 
of Iluaxontlan, state of Oaxaca, on the 
Pacific coast.

It is estimated by John J. Wicker, 
Jr., natienal travel director, that at 
least $5.000,(XX) will bo saved the war 
veterans of the l uffed States iii travel 
and 
living costs while away 
from 
home. One ot tile mint attractive sav­ 
ings is that in eliminating passport 
and visa charges in all countries of 
Europe 
excepting 
Russia. 
Legion­ 
naires may obtain an identification 
certificate with their passage costing 
but si aud this serves in lieu of the 
passport and visa. 
The French gov­

and $10 for a visa and If the veteran 
visits France alone he will save $29 
I by tlds arrangement. 
Other countries 
charge as high as $40 for a visa and 
tie* arrangement made by the Legion 
j will save more than $1,000,000 on the 
total movement of 30,000 persons.
